AGRICULTURE BILL. 


Sir A. Griffith-Bos¢awen moved the second 
reading of the Agriculture Bill. He said that 
it was based, in all its maim principles, on the 


‘report of the Agriculture Reconstruction Com- 


mittee, which was appointed in 1916 by Mr. 
Asquith. There was scarcely a clause for which 
justification could not be found in the report of 
that Committee. It represented the definite 
reconstruction policy of the Government, not as 
a temporary war measure, but as a 
nermanent policy. Before the war England 
produced only enough wheat to suffice from Fri- 
day night to Monday morning. For the rest of 
the week they were dependent on im- 
ports. They were agricultural week -enders. 
They were dangerously dependent on foreign 
countries. Production improved during the war, 
and the Government did not intend to let agri- 
culture slip back into the condition it was in 
before the war. It was undoubtedly cheaper at 
present to grow wheat in England than to im- 
port it from anywhere else. Russia and Hun- 
gary were out of court, and Argentina had just 


| put on a prohibitive export duty. The whole 


question of the future was how we were to get 
our daily bread. This bill might be called the 


‘farmers’ charter, but it was introduced in the 
Í nation’s interest, to put agriculture in a posi-

THE IRISH GUARDS. 
Se 


I refuse to believe thet the War Office really 
contemplates destroying the identity of the 
Irish and Welsh Guards, writes Mr. L.arold 
Spender in the Daily Chronicle. 

The War Office were guilty of many blunders 
against the spirit of nationality -during the 
war, and their blunder in refusing a ! itignal 
flag to the Southern Irishmen is in no small 
degree responsible for 'the present state of 
Ireland. But if they are really proposmg to 
offend the national spirit of Wales and Ireland 
by diminishing their pride and reducing their 
importance, it will only show that they inherit 
the spirit of the Bourbons. They will have “learnt 
nothing and forgotten nothing.” For et this 
moment to throw into the cauldron of Irish 
politics this additional injury to the Irish spirit 
would be an extravagance of political offence 
almost without parallel. 

Take the case of the Irish Guards. They were 
created during the South African Wer as a 
reward for Irish valour in the field. But the 
deeds of Irishmen in the South African war were 
as nothing to the record of the Irish regiments 
in the great war. 

Can it be that the War Office already forgets 
the thrill of that valorous and heroic combet 
of Landrecies, which gave the first serious 
check to the Germans during the retreat from 
Mons? The Germans were advancing in great 
strength, and so confident were they of their 
victory that they entered the town in close 
formation. The Irish Guards brought to beer 
on them the fire of their machine guns, threw 
them imto confusion, destroyed the head of 
the column, and then charging, engaged in 
close street fighting which ended in their driv- 
ing the Germans out of the town. Was it 
not in that great combat that the Irish Guards 
advanced singing “God Save Ireland’! Can 
it be that that is regarded as the offence which 
justifies their reduction? 

But Landrecies was only the first of the 
great combats in which the Irish Guards played 
a worthy part among those great regiments
